Tho perishables, such as milk
aro sometimes brot by tho children
who aro glvon credit for thorn at
markot price, whllo tho staples, such
as sugar, may bo bought with pro-
ceeds ot ontortalnmontB or from tho
salo ot meal tickets.

In sorvlng, tho plan Is usually to
dlvldo tho older chlldron of tho
school Into teams, tho hoys ns woll
as girls having a part, In a team ot
six tho division might bo ns follows:
two propara tho hot dish, two tho
tables or dosks and two wash tho
dishes. It Is proferablo to hnvo
tables It posslblo so that tho chlldron
may oat togothor.
